The New Concordat. 


OF THE EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA WITH PIUS IX. 
While the attention of Europe is direct- 
ed to the East, aud watches with an anx. 
ious eye the different movementsof the be- 
ligerent parties, the Romish executives 
pursues with accustomed skill its plan of 
negotiations. It works upon the fears of 
some, the want of spirit of others,—the pas- 
sions of all. It profits especiully by the 
fears inspired by the political convulsions 
of 1848. The Jesuits, who have again be- 
come the confessors and counsellors of sev- 
eral Catholic monarchs, use all their infla- 
ence to promote the interest of the Romish 
See. Hence many late concessions to the 
papacy; hence the obliging treatment of the 
priests, and the unjust prosecution of Prot- 
estants; hence finally, the new concordat 
concluded between the Emperor of Austria 
and Pius IX. It had been talked of for 
years. The liberals of Germany had hoped 
that‘difficalties would arise on both sides 
which would frustrate the formation of this 
alliance. But their expectetions have been 
disappointed. The courts of Vienna and 
Rome have succeeded in an agreement; and 
the Concordat of 1855, recently pablished, 
shows how great and dangerous an inflence 
the Pontifical State has acquired over the 
temporal power. 

In other days, (as all have read in the 
history of the Middie Ages, ) the Emperors 
of Germany were engaged in constant strug- 
gles with the Papacy. The Court of Aus- 
triais now brought to altramontane teu- 
dencies. The Archduchess Sophia, the 
mother of the present King, is at once au 
imperious and bigoted woman. She gov- 
erus nearly everything under the name of 
her son Francis Joseph, who quite young 
as yet, has neither wished nor dared to 
himself from this maternal gaardian- 
ship. This princess is constantly surround- 
ed by Jesuits and Papist Bishops. She 
obeys minutely the most puerile ordi- 
nances Of Romanism, and believes the 
eternal salvation of her soul to be subordi- 
nate to these trivial practices. An ardent 
enemy of democratic ideas and institutions, 
she cherishes a bitter recollection of the 
events of 1848, and pursues with implaca- 
ble hatred’anything nearly or remotely re- 
- sembling the principles of the French Rev- 
olution. The only safe refuge from the 
inroads of new ideas, according to her no- 
tion, is in the re-establisment of priestly 
domination, and she hopes for the preser- 
vation of the ancient political regime, by 
the priests supported by the soldiery. It 
is theu the Archduchess Sophia who has 
taken the initiative in the Concordat 
with Rome. She presided at the preliwin- 
ary negotiations, designated the statesmen 
who should fix the basis of the territory, 
smoothed the difficulties, removed the ob- 
jections of Ministers, and fiually succeeded 
after laborious efforts, in having a definicive 
arrangement signed on beth sides. The 
Emperor Francis Joseph simply obeyed 
the command of his mother, and when he, 


with the concarrence of his cabinet, brought 


forward some arguments against the pre- 
tensions of the Papacy, the Archduchess 
Sophia assisted by the disciples of Loyola, 
exhibited the frightfal phautom of 


Repab- 
licanism, Demagoguism. and Socialism so 


successfully as to extort through fear rath- 
er than reason, the signature of the young 


and inexperienced monarch. 
These explanations baving been given, 
let us pass to @ rapid review of the princi-

pal features of the new concordat. You 
will then perceive what immense adranta- 
ges the Pope, priests and monks have ob- 
tained. I will make use of the analysis of 
that document published in the official ga- 
zette of Venice: it is an authentic text. 

“1. The Catholic Religion shall be 
maintained and protected in all parts of 
the country where it prevails, with all the 
rights and prerogatives guaranteed to it hy 
the sacred canons.” This article, I fear, 
will be cited against those Romanists who 
may intend embracing the Protestant 
faith. It will be permitted the priests to 
make proselytes among dissenters; but her- 
etics, will be forbidden to attempt the same 
thing among the Roman Catholics—always 
and everywhere two weights and two meas- 
ures. Jt is the popish device. 

“2. The placatum regium is abolished.” 
Formerly the imperial government exercis- 
ed the right of iuspection upon the letters 
of the bishops to the Holy See, the replies 
of the Pope, the mandates of the prelates, 
the injunctions to the people, &c. Now 
this right is suppressed. The government 
will have nothing to see or to say in regard 
to ecclesiastical matters. 

“3. To the bishops alone belongs the 
right of founding or dividing parishes, of 
ordaining public prayers, of convoking 
Synods. * * * of probibiting dan- 
gerous books.” Wo to the sincere writers 
who shall have the courage to attack the 
impositions and abuses of Romanism, or 
even to pass the slightest criticism on the 
acts of the clergy! Their works will be 
immediately proscribed as dangerous, and 
perhaps their persons imprisoned. Notice, 
moreover, that the bishups are free to pub- 


the same liberty to others. 

“4. The religious instruction of the 
young, the oversight of religious instruc- 
tion in all educational establishments, pub- 
lic or private, is confided to the bishops, 
and the Catholic elementary schools are 
subject to ecclesiastical inspection.” This 
article teaches in clearer terms, that the 
national instruction of the young, at its dif- 
ferent stages, from the village schoo! to the 
university of Vienna, is placed under the 
patronage of the priests, who, under the 
pretence of superintending religious instruc- 
tion, will claim a sovereign and universal 
authority. 

“5. The teaching of theology and can- 
onical law is forbidden to all not author- 
ized by the bishops.” That is to say, if 
there be by chance a priest more enligten- 
ed, more liberal than his colleagues, and 
who interprets religious questions in a less 
ultramontane style, he may be forbidden 
to talk or to write on theology! You per- 
ceive that the Jesuits and prelates have ta- 
ken every precaution against diversity of 
doctrine. 

“6. The bishops have authority to pun- 
ish those members of the clergy who in- 
fringe upon ecclesiastical discipline. 

‘ Civil matters only, and crimes com- 
mitted by the clergy, belong to the prov- 
ince of the civil judges, but notice of uac- 
tion shall in all cases be previously given 
to the bishops. In the prisons, ecclesias- 
tics shall be separated from laymen. The 
ecclesiastical immunities (the right of asy- 
lum, &c.) shall be maintained in churches, 
provided public tranquility is not compro- 
mised thereby. The civil judges shall not 
occupy themselves with affairs relating to 
marriage, further than those which refer to 
the new religious effects of the rite.” It 
would be superfluous to show what a large 


| door these different stipulations open to the 


inroads and exactions of the priestly body. 
It is clear that the bishops will almost al- 
ways prevent the civil tribunals from pass- 
ing judgment upon priests, however notori- 
ously criminal they may be, by alleging 
that it would be an infringement of ecclesi- 
astical discipline. And then, this separa- 
tion of ecclesiastics from laymen in prison: 


’ what a scandalous return to the notion of 


caste. And this right of asylum restored 
to churches: what a source of monstrous 
abuses! The middle ages are revived. 
What would Joseph II. think of such con- 
cessions should he leave bis tomb? 

“7, It is forbidden to insult the Catho- 
lic religion, the holy liturgy, the bishops 
and priests, verbally or in writing. So 
that the Protestants who number several 
milliions in the Austrian States, can make 
ho opposition either in their writings” or 
sermous. They will be incessantly attack- 
ed, and have no power to defend themselves. 
This is indeed the spirit of Rome. 

“8. All the management of the Semina- 
ries shall devolve upon the bishops; to them 
exclusively belong the nomination of rec- 
tors, professors and teachers.” 

“9. The monks shall have free commu- 
nications with theirsuperiors at Rome. The 
latter shall have full liberty to visit the 
convents of the monarchy, and to publish 
circulars relating to discipline. The reli- 
gious orders are empowered to receive novi- 
ces, etc., etc.” This article has special ref- 
erence to the Jesuits; for they are, at pres- 


ent,cthe only monks really influential. 


“10. The property of the churches is de- 
clared sacred and inviolable. No suppres- 
sion, no sale can take place without the in- 
tervention of the Holy See. This condi- 
tion was left for the last: it is the crown- 
ing of the work. 

Such then is the concordat which is de- 
clared to be a perpetual law of the State. 
The newspapers say that Pius 1X., after 
having signed this treaty, addressed a let- 
ter of congratulation and of thanks to the 
emperor Fraucis Joseph, his dear son. It 
is not at all hard to believe. The Pope 
ought to be glad, very glad indeed. He 
has obtained what former poutiffs, for more 


| than a hundred and forty years, did not 


even dare to ask. The church triumphs, 
and the State is humbled before the priest- 
hood- But it yet remainsto be known 
what the concordat will produce in future. 
There is one constant fact, that as the 
priest makes a step forward, they become 
more arrogant and insolent. Francis Jo- 
seph has satisfied them for to-day, but to- 
morrow this will net be enough for them. 
What will hedo then?_ Will he go from 
concession to concession, to a complete ab- 
dication of civil authority? And what will 
the nations say &

One of the principal complaints now 
urged against Father Greenis, that he has 
neglected to impress us with the impor- 
tance of doctrinal points.

The goats have been allowed 
to run among the sheep, and the sheep 
among the gcats. He allowed several dis- 
solute young persons to frequent the choir, 
for no other apparent reason than because

The reproach so eagerly propagated by 


against those who do, that their godliness 
serves them asa cloak of immorality, is, 
to a preat extent calumnions: it is also, in 
some measure, founded upon facts, which, 
thongh misunderstood and exaggerated, 
give color to thecharge. When professors 
of religion are suddenly found to be want- 
ing in common integrity, or in personal vir- 
tue, no other supposition is admitted by 
the world, than that the delinquent was 
always a hypocrite; and this supposition is, 
no doubt, sometimes not erroneous. But 
mnch more often his fall has surprised him- 
self not less than others; and is, in fact, 
nothing more than the natural issue of a 
fictitious piety, which, though it might hold 
itself entire under ordinary circumstances, 
gave way necessarily in the hour of unusu- 
al trial. An artificial religion not only 
fails to impart to the mind the vigor and 
consistence of true virtue, but withdraws 
attention from those common principles of 
honor and integrity which carry worldly 
men with credit through difficult occasions. 
The enthusiast is, therefore, of all men, the 
one who is the worst prepared to withstand 
peculiar seductions. He possesses neither 
the heavenly armor of virtue, nor the 
earthly. 

It were an affront to reason, as well as 
to theology, to suppose that true and uni- 
versal virtue can rest on any other founda- 
tion than the fear and love of God. The 
enthusiast, therefore, whose piety is ficti- 
tious, has only a choice of immoralities, to 
be determined by his temperament and cir- 
cumstances. He may become, perhaps, 
vothing worse than a reclnse—indolent con- 
templatist, and intellectual voluptuary, shut 
up from his fellows in the circle of profit- 
less spiritual delights and conflicts. The 
times are, indeed, gone by when persons of 
this class might, in contempt of their spe- 
cies, and in idolatry of themselves, with- 
draw to dens, and hold society only

We gathered 
the communicants from the different villages, 
and altogether about 15 or 16 hundred persons 
assembled. Nearly one thousand of them got

more rare spectacle than a reformed drunkard. 
Gambling creates a worse wreck than drunken- 
ness. Every vice affects indirectly the whole 
nature of man; yet the evils of particular vices 
result in direct injuries. The heart of a gambler 
becomes utterly debased. A drunkard will mur- 
der his) wife only when drunk; but all seasons 
are alike to the gambler. There is no crime 
which he will not commit. They become,-as a 
class, utterly corrupt and indurated of heart. 
Such is the universal testimony of those who 
have had to do with them. In days when the 
only hotels in some parts of the mountains were 
connected with gambling rooms, and the lodging 
places were large rooms with indiscriminate 
beds, we have been brought into forced contact 
with gambling crowds. There is no species of 
disorder and crime to which they are not har- 
dened. The opening of their lips is to pollute 
the atmosphere around them. Men with gray 
hairs we have seen sitting at the gaming board 
almost until morning broke, watching for prey, 
The effect of gambling is to harden the heart to 
every honorable impulse. There is no crime 
which a gambler may not commit. Life is not 
safe in his hands. In personal contact, they are 
to be treated kindly. Every heart should long, 
if possible, to win a gambler from his ways of 
ruin. But as subjects of the law, they should be 
dealt with as the foes of society: the [shmelites 
among men. Their only honor is to screen each 
other from justice by all the appliances of mo- 
ney, and by all possible acts of intrigue, violence 
and perjury. The only safety of society is to

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The attempt to introduce the cultivation of 
silk into California has been fairly undertaken 
by E. Seyd, Esq. of this city. oecasion of 

was the recent discovery of a native ies 
of worm, by Dr. Behr, larger and more ; 
but, we are assured by the first naméd gentle 
man, spinning as fine, soft, and strong a fibre 
as the European or the Chinese. In these re 
spects it may resemble that of Northern India. 
Food in abundance, such as the Ceanotha and 
other shrabs of which it is fond, is obtained up- 
on our hills ; so that there will be required no 
outlay for plantations of mulberry, as would 
be the case were either of the other species of 
worm adopted. Mr. Seyd is at t experi- 
mentigg upon the effects of different kinds of 
food. Phe cocoon seems to differ materially 
from that of the Europesn worm, so much that 
no Italian manipolators have been found as yet 


capable of transferring it to the reel. Efforts 
are made to obtain Chinese who have 
had experi with their own

Silk been for four the the 

characteristic and most valuable production of 
China, unless it be rivalled by tea, within a cou- 
ple of centuries past. It was worn at Babylon 
and at Rome. In the Augustin age it sold 
for its weight in gold, and is repeatedly referred 
to by the classical authors. The act of raising 
the worm, and putting in the forms of vesture, 
this most brilliant, metallic, comfortable and 
lasting of all the tissues that protect and adorn 
the human form, has gradually extended West- 
ward, through Persia, Phoenicia, the A®gean, 
Venice, Naples France. In England, 
large quantities of silk goods are anonally 
woven, but to a considerable extent from raw 
silk imported from China. — 

The cultivation of silk may be made profit- 
able to us in two ways. The delicate and pa- 
tient skill of the Chinese, and their simple and 
cheap looms, may produce the firm but less 
polished tissues that now pay duties on their 
way from China. On the other hand it will be 
probably more lucrative for a time to export 
the silk raw. In either case by the aid of the 
labor referred to, it may compete with Ameri 
can silk from any other portion of the country. 
With patience, this branch of enterprise may 
attain t im ce. Plantations over our 
boundless hills devoted to these creeping herds, 
to these flocks whose fivece is so much more pre- 
cious than that of Southdowns and Merinoes, 
has from the first appeared to us one of the 
most feasible and beautiful gene of the 
labor of the Chinese when they shall come to 
fairly settle down and feel that they may dwel- 
in the land —Oreental. 


INCOME FROM MINER’S LICENSES. 


The Marysville Herald says that the amount 
of money collected in Yuba county, from for- 
eign miners, for the year commencing Dec. 15th, 
1854, and ending Dec. 15th, 1855, was:

The Sonora Herald says, the Sheriff ‘of this 
county has paid over to the County Treasurer 
the sum of $10,009 80, realized from the sale 
of foreign miners’ licenses for the period of two 
and a half months. We believe this is a larger 
sum than was ever before collected from the 
source, in the same length of time. 

The Coloma Argus gives the following as 
the receipts in the treasury of that county from 
foreign miners, exclusive of percentages and the 
share paid to the State. 

“ 1855 (9 montus).......... 24,475 71 


It adds the remark :—“On the lst October 
the increased license tax went into operation, 
since which the monthly receipts have diminish- 
ed nearly one-third, in spite of the most strenu- 
ous efforts to collect. ‘The law of last session, 
increasing the foreign miners’ tax, was a foolish 
piece of legislation, and ought to be repealed 
mm ediately.”

Notes of hand, and Banker’s, or Pawn-bro- 
kers certificates, a paper circulation extremely 
ancient, pass for “7 amounts or in remit- 
tances to a distance. Silver is weighed in quan- 
tities froma scruple to a ton. Gold dust is 
bought for concealment in these times of trou 
ble. But it appears remarkable that the only 
coin, that is, national coin of the Empire, should 
be those little bronze pieces, larger than a dime 
with a square hole in the centre to string in 
bundles of hundreds and thousands together. 
The obverse side is adorned with four square 
and venerable symbols in the Chinese, that give 
the name of the reigning Emperor, and the 
words “Current Money ;” the reverse pub- 
lishes the same in the dashing characters of the 
wild Manches, to be scanned in the Tartar 
wastes far in the heart of Asia. Thus, this lit- 
tle worthless coin sets the imagination wander- 
ing back almost to Tubal-Cain and Ham, or 
leads it over the ocean and across the conti- 
nent, near to where our Patriarchical ancestry 
first pitched their tents, and scattered upon 

t empires sprang. But the chief employ- 
of the New World, 
the depravity of our own age, for they are only 
used for counters upon the tables of Chinese 


gamblers.— Oriental.
